A “FISHING OPERATION,” 


COUNSEL ON CORK TRAFFIC 
RATES APPLICATION. 


In the matter of the application of the 
Great Southern Railways, Ltd., against the 
City of Cork Steampacket Company, for the 
abolition of the differential rates in the Cork 
area, a motion on behalf of the respondent 
firm seeking a better and fuller discovery of 
the documents connected with the case came 
before the Railway Tribunal. at Dublin 
Castle on Saturday, Judge O’Brien presiding. 

Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. "abate (in- 
McDonald) represented the 
Great Southern Railways, and Mr. Fitz- 
Gibbon, K.C., with Mr. Newitt (instructed 
by Mr. Julian), “tan the City of Cork Steam- 
packet Company. 

Mr. FitzGibbon said that the whole ques- 
tion was whether the applicants were 
entitled to disintegrate the tonnages with 
reference to the routes, and whether the 
figures dealt with were to include the 
tonnages where the through rates were equal 
as well as the tonnages where the through 
rates were not equal. 

Mr. Phelps said that the company had 
supplied all the necessary information. The 
motion was a “fishing operation,” which 
would react against the company in a serious 
way if they were made to disclose the figures 
to rival carrying mu and if they had 
to show the B. and ná the L.M.8. and 
other companies how their traffic was dis- 
tributed,

REDUCTION IN IRISH BACON. 


From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

While 1t is not possible to record any 
marked and general improvement in the pro- 
vision trade, a rather better undercurrent 
is noticeable in some departments, The 
bacon market is still suffering to a certain 
extent from the recent lock-out in Denmark. 
Killings of bacon pigs on the Contineat. 
although smaller than last week, are still 
above the average, the total being 212,456, a 
decrease of 75, Denmark's contribution 
amounted to 170,005, decrease, 54,935; 
Sweden, 7,050, decrease 5,000; Holland. 
15,063, decrease 3,769; Poland, 11, 878, dé. 
crease 11,634; Lithuania, 8,460, decrease 322. 
Taken all round, the market ruled firm, but. 
while Danish was advanced 5s. to 8s., accord- 
ing to selection, Irish showed a reduction 
of 3s., Swedish 2s., Dutch Is. to 4s., and 
Polish 3s. to 4s. per cwt. 

BUTTER AND EGGS. 

The present low prices ruling for 
butter are causing an expansion in 
the general demand, and the Danish 
official uotation has this week been 
wired unchanged at 146 kroner 100 kilos ; 
at the corresponding period of last year the 
figure was 194 kroner, and in 1930, 215 
kroner, The quantity of Irish creamery 
butter coming forward to Manchester con- 
tinues of very moderate dimensions, and it is 
stated that Éad appears to be taking 
the bulk of the supply. Supplies of Colonial 
are expected to continue on a fair scale, and 
there appears to be little probability of any 
upward movement in prices for some time to 
come. Although eggs were in plentiful 
supply during the early part of the week, 
weather conditions have been responsible for 
the falling-off in production. and the market 
closed steady. oth English refined and 
American lard are being offered at compara- 
tively low prices. According to official re- 
turns, arrivals of butter in April at 30,000 
tons were 11 per cent, 
owing mainly to decreased receipts from Den- 
mark and Australia. Imports from New 
Zealand and the Argentine were on much the 
same scale as in April of last year, but m 
the case of most other sources there was a 
tendency to smaller imports. A somewhat 
noticeable reduction in arrivals of cheese 
from New Zealand accounted mainly for a 
decline in total receipts of that commodity. 
Apart from Denmark and Belgium, there 
were general decreases on the year in the 
quantities of eggs received from the different 
sources. Imports from the former two 
countries, at 821,000 and 202,000 great hun- 
dreds, respectively, were approximately one- 
fifth larger than ai April, 1931, but there 
were heavy reductions, in particular, in re- 
ceipts from Poland and the Netherlands at 
90, and 191,000 great hundreds, re- 


spectively. 
LIVE STOCK. 

At the Manchester Cattle market on Tues- 
day fat cattle were generally shown in larger 
numbers, and sheep and lambs were also in 
increased supply. Fat cattle were in demand 
at rather higher or on the previous week, 
Sheep ruled steady, but lambs were easier to 
buy. The Misichetter Pig market has been 
unsettled throughout the week, the recént 
drastic cuts in Continental bacon prices 
causing both buyers and sellers to act 
cautiously. Prospects of warmer weather 
are also affecting the market to a certain ox- 
tent. At the Manchester Dead Meat market 
a steady trade is reported for home-killed 
beef po mutton, but velues showed little 
material alteration. Lamb, however, was in 
slow demand and cheaper all round. Im- 
aip beef closed with a firmer tendency,

bags, etc., of meat, and 35, 613 quarters of 
beef. Compared with the arrivals of the 
preceding week, these figures show an in- 
crease of 195 cattle, 139, sheep and lamb 
carcases, 1,934 bags, etc., oí meat, and 2,729 
quarters of beef, and a decrease of 913 cases, 
etc., of pote.

“Ice Fish.” 


If there is one form of nourishment 
towards which the West of Ireland fisher- 
man feels more scor#fful than to any other 
it is fish that is kept from wilting by 
means. of ice. How any person can 
swallow such fish ig beyond his coimpre- 
hension ; to eat it-with relish would, he 
feels, be quite impossible. 

The people of these little fishing towns 
on the west coast are accustomed to buy 
the mackerel or whiting or haddock, so 
fresh that the gaping gills have scarcely 
ceased to “expostulate against the air. 
Seven shillings a ‘‘ hundred ’’—which 
really means a hundred and twenty—is 
counted a fair price just now on a West 
of Ireland pier for fine mackerel. These 
are bought by the men known as 
‘““cadgers,’’ who go through the country- 
side selling the fish from their carts. A 
Dublin friend who has been staying in a 
rather remote west coast 
asked the other day if she had ever seen

A CGragic Derbu. 


It is hard to believe nowadays that the 
first Derby in 1780 attracted so little 
interest that it had to be reinforced with 
a cock-fight, and only one newspaper 
printed the bare result—and that eight 
days later. Yet, if the first race takes 
the record for dullness, the one run in 
1913 stands out in the opposite direction 
as the most tragic Derby in history. The 
horses were passing Tattenham Corner at 
express speed, with Anmer, the King’s 
horse, Tying behind. Suddenly a woman, 
with a suffragette sash, ducked under the 
railings and ran across the turf. She 
seized Anmer’s bridle, grasped his neck, 
uttered an awful scream as he struck her 
on the chest, and was flung with horse 
and jockey to the ground. Four days 
later Miss Emily W. Davidson, the 
woman—a suffragette who had hidden in 
the Houses of Parliament to avoid the 
census on a previous occasion—died of her 
injuries in Epsom Hospital.

H arrigan 's Theatre. 


I read that the famous Harrigan's 
Theatre, built in New York in the year 
1890, and afterwards knowm as the Garrick 
Theatre, is being pulled down. For a long 
time now it has been unoccupied, and, in 
order to save taxes, it is being demolished. 

Jne piece of ornamentation is being 
carefully preserved by Mr. William 
Harrigan, the son of theatrical parents 
who specialised in the presentation of 
Irish farces. This is a stone wreath 
surrounding the initials, A. T. H., that 
belonged to the wife of Edward Harrigan. 
We are told that Mr. Harrigan invariably 
handed over most of his weekly profits to 
his wife, and did not ask too closely about 
the way in which she used them. Bad 
times came, and Edward Harrigan thought 
that he would have to go back to the variety 
stage, when his wife calmly produced her 
savings from those weekly hand-overs— 
the sum of ninety thousand dollars. With 
this sum the actor-manager gratefully 
built his own theatre; and placed in a 
prominent position the stone wreath of 
ribbon enclosing the initials of the woman 
who had helped him so well. 

The first performance in the new theatre 
was presented on December 29th, when a 
play by Edward Harrigan was staged, 
It had a 
good run. Five years later, on Shake- 
speare's birthday, Mr. Mansfield leased 
the theatre, and renamed it the Garrick.

A NOTEWORTHY SINGER. 

Miss Patricia Black was the Carmen in 
this performance. She displayed a beautiful 
and interesting voice, not as full on lower 
notes as I had expected from what I 
remembered of her concert singing, but 
coming out with a glorious fullness of tone 
on the middie and higher parts of the range 
at moments of strong emotion. She managed 
to put concentrated dramatic expression into 
her singing, without ever losing artistic 
refinement, Her acting was of the same kind, 
sensitively true to the dramatic situation at 
every moment while she was on the stage, 
and presenting a lively, passionate Carmen, 
without a trace of that kind of vulgarity 
which sometimes in the interpretation of this 
part is substituted for artistic suggestion of 
the gipsy fire in Carmen's nature. Her 
Carmen was Well acted, never over-acted. 

Miss Black’s care to give us an under- 
standable and interesting Carmen seemed to 
inspire the rest of the cast in a combined 
effort to present the drama at its highest 
power. Mr. Thornton traced, with sure step, 
the passage from indifference to murderous 
frenzy in Don Jose. Mr. O'Farrell's 
Escamillo was a study impelling the warmest 
admiration. He made his part in the third 
act one of great significance, while his duet 
with Carmen in the last act was a thrillingly 
powerful piece of dramatic singing on the 
part of both artists. I hope that Miss Black 
and Mr. O'Farrell are certain members of 
the cast for the repetition next month; for 
their work, in particular, and the society's 
production in general, ought to be seen by all 
in Dublin whe appreciate opera. There was 
plenty for praise in the orchestral work.

COLLEGE CLASSICAL 
SOCIETY. 


THE GREEK STAGE. 


‘* Dramatic Production in Ancient Athens ”’ 
was the subject of a paper read before the 
College Classical Society, Trinity College. 
Dublin, last Friday afternoon by Mr. H. J. 
Fine. Miss G. EB. Gurd was im the chair. 

The theatre, said Mr. Fine, was to the 
Greeks their most vital creative expression. 
He went on to describe the circumstances and 
staging of the drama at Athens, the religious 
festivals, the large auditorium and the narrow 
stage, with its conventional scenery, the 
magnificent and heavily padded robes of the 
masked actors. These masks and costumes 
left only the actor’s voice for the expression 
of his part; the acoustic properties of the 
ancient theatre were excellent. To modern 


producers, like Gordon Craig, the bert part 


of the Greek system was the combination of 
the functions of author, producer, end stage 
manager in one man. 

In the discussion which followed, the value 
of modern revivals of Attic tragedy, as 
attempted in the Abbey Theatre, and more 
recently and successfully in Belfast, was the 
most controversial point. The speakers in- 
cluded :— Mr. E. H. Gwynn, Mr. J. Watson, 
Mr. J, M. Beaumont, Mr. W. H. Hurley, 
Mr. D. Grene, and Misg Orgel,

After completing his f 
education at Oxford yee 
Military College and Bzx 
Merchiston Castle 
School, Edinburgh, 
his earliest adventures were among the 
lumber camps of South America. Though 
not actually in the front lines, Sir Eric 
was extremely active during the Great 
War. During 1915-16 he was Deputy 
Directar-General of the Munitions Supply, 
and later was attached to the transporta- 
tion staff of the Commander-in-Chief of the 
British Army in France, Hé was made an 
Honorary Major-General in 1917. Sir 
Eric was First Lord of the Admiralty 
during 1917-18 and Minister of Transport 
1919-21. At present he is chairman of the 
Dunlop Rubber Company, and also chair- 
man of Imperial Airways, Limited.

HE closing down of a section of the | 


‘‘ Passage Railway” involves the 
abandoning of only three minor stations, 
each of which 1s already well catered for 
by bus.

Before 
the advent of the ‘bus the Crosshaven line 
did well enough, but in the last ten years 
it has been losing much ground. First of 
all the track was “ singled,’’ then the 
train service was reduced, and now three 
stations have been lopped off. Bus com- 
petition in this case was even more severe 
than usual; for there were two rival com- 
panies—the I.0.C. and the Rocksavage— 
which has since been absorbed. The 
result was a continual stream of half-empty 
‘buses on the Crosshaven road, plying at 
ruinously low fares.

Dr. Phyllis E. Minford, Lurgan Infirmary, 
said that the condition of the children when 
admitted to hospital was due to malnutrition 
and general neglect. The infant, Lily, was 
suffering from rickets and bronchitis. The 
child died from bronchial pneumonia. 

Richard, Hopps, Drumgask, a brother-in-law 
of the hed man, said that he and his 
parents had to supply the children with food 
for five or six years. 

James Clements said that he saw the 
accused man drunk on one or two occasions. 
The children were sometimes treated well and 
sometimes badly by their father. The house 
was in a filthy condition, 

Mary Clements, wife of the previous wit- 
ness. said that she saw the accused man drunk 
on several occasions at his own home. Since 
his wife died he did not treat the children 
right. On several oceasions witness had to 
supply them with food. Witness used to 
bring the baby to her own house and give it 
milk. If it had not been for the food given 
by witness and neighbours the children would 
not be alive at present. 

Mr. Henry J. Kells said that the children 
were badly nourished, filthy and verminous. 
\\ben the accused man afterwards called at 
witness's office he was drunk. Witness told 
nim that the children required immediate 

dical attention, and the house needed 
cleaning up, The accused man _ replied: 
“That's my own business. 1 will do it as 
I think fit.”

Chairman—I cannot have political attacks 
in cross-examination except there ts some at- 
tempt made to justify those attacks by direct 
evidence. 

Mr. Connolly said that Mr. Gavan Duffy's 
statement was not borne out in evidence, and 
there was no justification in the evidence for 
the suggestion either directly or by way of in- 
ference. 

Answering Mr. Connolly, the witness said 
that the 400 bookmakers in the Free State 
were, in his opinion, members of the Turf 
Accountants” Protection Association. 

Do you think they would carry weight with 
the Government.’— Yes. 

As an influential bookmaker that is your 
view ’—Yes, 

And you think the. interests oí the book- 
makers ought to be reasonably protected /— 
Yes; that. is right. 

In reply to further questions, witness said 
that in putting their views before Mr. Blythe 
they asked that the bookmakers should not 
be unreasonably interfered with in the course 
of their busimess on the track or the race- 
course. 

BOOKMAKERS’ PRICES, 

Witness, in reply to the Chairman, said 
that he held that the totalisator should go 
on the course or the track, provided the 
bookmakers got protection to which they 
were entitled to under the Totalisator Act: 
If the bookmakers could not stand competi- 
tion they should not be there. That was his 
opinion, independent of the view of the Turf 
Accountants’ Association. 

Chairman—Are the bookmakers giving a 
higher price now than formerly ?—Í believe 
they are giving the same prices as before the 
totalisator,. 

Do you think the bookmakers are doing as 
much business now as before the ‘‘tote’”’ 
came into operation’—I can only speak for 
myself, and the tendency fur years 1s for 
pene to decrease as horse racing is growing 
ess. 

In regard to the amount of business done 
en the ccurse, are. the bookmakers getting 
their fair share’—I do not think the “ tote”’ 
has taken any business away from the book- 
makers. 

All the big bets are made with the book- 
makers ’—Yes. 

Referring to the deputation that waited 
on Mr, Blythe the witness stated that there 
was not -the slightest ground for the sug- 
gestion that he, as a supporter of Cumann 
na nGaedheal, used any influence with the 
M inister suet tor before him the merits 
of the case, made by the deputation, 

Mr. Arthur Bourke, Chairman of the Irish 
Turf <Accovntants’ Protection Association, 
said that he agreed with the evidence of Mr. 
McGrath, and the witnesses for the Associa- 
tion. Mr. Blythe, he said, had given the 
deputation an undertaking that the . book- 
makers would not be prejudiced by the intro- 
duction of the ‘‘tote”’ in regard to their 
positions on ‘the courses and the tracks where 
it was in operation. They discovered, how- 
ever, that the arrangements fór the book- 
makers were inadequate and unsatisfactory.

One 
conference can be considered only in 
relation to the other; for the various 
problems which beset Europe—in addition 
to the United States and the British 
Commonwealth—are linked in an indis 
soluble union. A real measure of success 
at the Disarmament Conference would 
afford the brightest hopes for success at 
Lausanne. In the first place, it would 
reveal that such a thing as international 
amity and willingness to co-operate 
actually existed. In the secend place, 
it would attract American sympathies 
which at present are alienated from the 
struggles of Europe. Hitherto France's 
opposition either to a reduction of arma- 
ments or to a reconsideration of the ques- 
tion of international debts has been the 
great stumbling-block; for French senti- 
ment, reinforced by that of the Little 
Entente, and emulated by Italian aspira- 
tions, represents virtually all the effective 
opinion of Europe. If M. Herriot’s 
representatives introduce a new note into 
the conferences, they will receive the sub- 
stantial support of Great Britain. The 
united force of these two Powers is more 
than sufficient to forestall another 
economic ‘crisis in the near future.

IRISH BLOODSTOCK 
INDUSTRY. 


VALUABLE MARKETS 
ENDANGERED. 


Speaking at a meeting held last night 
at Brownstown, Co. Kildare, to protest 
against the proposed tax on racing, Mr. 8. 
B. Minch, T.D., said that any interference 
with the bloodstock industry would en- 
danger the valuable markets now avail- 
able, and would also be responsible for 
a further increase in the number of the 
unemployed. Race meetings provided the 
testing ground for the value of bloodstock. 
and, if the new Minister of Finance per- 
sisted in imposing the tax of 15 per cent 
on admission to races. he would strike a 
death blow at an industry which had never 
asked for help or subsidy, and which 
should receive every assistance from -the 
Government. 

Irish bloodstock were repeatedly proving 
their superiority. Almost half of the 
horses engaged in the Derby were Irish- 
bred. Without racing the value of 
thoroughbreds was problematic, and out- 
side of England no market existed for un- 
tried animals. At present they had a 
valuable market for tried horses in India, 
Ceylon and South Africa, and if the merits 
of these animals could not be tested, in 
consequence of the curtailment of racing, 
a grave responsibility rested on the 
shoulders of the Government responsible 
for such a state of affairs. |

EALTH beyond the dreams of avarice

THIRTY UNITS LIKELY. 


With a “ record ” sale of tickets, which 
is estimated to have brought in at least 
four million pounds, there is certain to be 
a prize fund of at least three million 

unds. Thirty “ units’’ of prize money 
will, therefore, be available for distribu- 
tion, divided up as follows :— 

Thirty first prizes of £30,000 each. 

Thirty second prizes of £15,000 each. 

Thirty third prizes of £10,000 each. 

A further sum of £1,050,000 will be 
allocated for equal distribution among the 
drawers of all other horses, and there wi!' 
be finally three thousand consolation 
prizes of £100 each. 

Sellers of tickets which draw placed 
horses will, as usual, also receive sub- 
stantial prizes. 


THE NURSES’ PROCESSION. 


The precise figure, now known only to 
the organisers, will be revealed at ten 
o'clock this morning, when Lord Powers- 
court, the Chairman of the Hospitals’ 
Trust, will mount the platform at the 
Plaza and give facts and figures to an 
expectant audience, which will include 
hundreds of visitors from various 
countries. He will state what will be the 
allocation for the hospitals, how much for 
prizes, and how much for other purposes. 

Before Lord Powerscourt rises to speak 
there will be the long spectacular pro- 
cession, beginning at 9.15, of some of 
Dublin’s most charming nurses—the 
nurses who will work in relays throughout 
the day in drawing the prize-winners— 
with little bags of counterfoils to be poured 
into the drum, This will be a final 
picturesque touch to a ceremony which is 
already almost completed ; for most of the 
counterfoils were placed into the drum on 
Saturday, when the mixing and other pre- 
liminary work was brought to a _ con- 
conciusion. 


BRIEF SPEECHES. 


Fifteen minutes will be devoted to 
speeches, and then, at 10.15, the drum wil! 
begin to revolve. General O'Duffy, the 
Commissioner of the Civic Guard, will give 
the signal, the huge bulk of the cylinder 
will make a ouarter of a revolution, the 
nurses will plunge in their bared arms, 
and forth will come the names of the first 
of fortune’s favourites. The stage is set, 
the curtain is about to rise, everybody 
awaits the dénouement. 

Dublin s two hundred ‘ jockeys ” re- 
sumed the mixing of the mublliens: of 
counterfoils early on Saturday morning, 
and by midday the work of transferring 
the precious slips into the great drum had 
commenced. The girls filed up to the 
auditors stationed at the portholes of the 
drum and handed them their bags to be 
emptied down the gilded funnels in pre- 
paration for to-day’s Draw. 


TRANSFORMING THE 
FLOOR. 


By nightfall the greater number oí the 
counterfoils had been transferred to the 
drum, only a few bags being kept out until 
this morning. 

Workmen then commenced the clearing 
of the floor of the Plaza, and replacing the 
railway tracks and the mixing machines 
with chairs for to-day’s visitors.

In a leading article The Times states 
to-day :—The Coal Mines Bill, to which the 
House of Commons will turn its attention 
to-day, is short and simple, and is 
designed to occupy the minimum of 
parliamentary time. It will do nothing 
new, but it will confirm the policies and 

wers which are shaping the mining 
industry's development. Last year’s short 
Act, which was carried when the Labour 
Government was in office, continued the 
74-hour day for twelve months, and it con- 
tained a clause prescribing the minimum 
rates of wages to be paid during the same 
period. There is no ‘such clause in the 
new bill. This is a cause of offence to the 
Miners’ Federation and to the Labour 
Party. | 

For Parliament to constitute itselí an 
authority to fix specific wage rates was a 
dangerous innovation. When the miners 
pie il a statutory wage level to an 
agreement with the mine-owners, they 
imagined rather than saw in the measure 
a move towards the nationalisation of the 
mines ; for, if Parliament settles the wages 
to be paid, it may be called upon in the 
final resort to make possible ma me t 
of the rates it has ordained, and that is 
only a step or two away from the assump- 
tion of control. 

There is another ground of objection. 
Were Parliament to become a wage 
tribunal, the door would be opened wice 
to a pernicious form of political bribery 
and intimidation. The casting of large 
blocks of votes could be made conditional 
on the candidate's support for higher 
wages for miners or railwaymen, or textile 
workers, or for everybody, Last year's

REPLIES TO 


ARCHBISHOP 


GREGG. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sm,—At the time Dr. Gregg’s sermon en 
“The Church Visible and One ' appeared 
so prominently in the Jrish Times, was 
busily enga in Visitation and Confirma- 
tion work. Accordingly, as much of the 
sermon k of the nature of an answer 
to my recent Pastoral, and as I had no time 
for controversy, I asked a very competent 
friend to reply to Dr. Gregg s statement, in 
case he considered any reply necessary or 
useful. My friend wrote a very able and 
incisive, though brief, reply i but brief 
though it was, you refused to publish it. 
Very recently a much fuller reply was sent 
or offered to you by the Rev. Paul O'Dea, 
8.J., but I understand. that for some reason 
or other it, too, was turned down. The 
result, I suppose, is that many of your 
simpler readers regard Dr. Gregg’s lengthy 
and apparently weighty statements as un- 
answerable. In these circumstances, I must 
claim in justice a portion of your space for 
a brief reply in the Jrish Times. i 

1 shall not delay upon Dr. Gregg s opening 
statement, in regard to his beliefs, though it 
offers a tempting subject by reason of its 
contradictions. Thus he declares that he 
fully believes Our Lord intended to found a 
visible Church; but he immediately proceeds 
to describe the Church in terms that would 
make it invisible except to God: “The 
Church is a supernatural organism, built up 
out of human souls of all ages and all 

ples, whose life is in Christ, united with 

im and with one another through the Holy 
Ghost.’’ Again, he assures us that he be- 
lieves the Church to be one; but he forth- 
with proceeds to insist that it has been 
divided and rent asunder since the eleventh 
century, that is, for almost half the entire 

riod of its existence. What a confession ! 
What a confession in regard to a Church 
founded upon a rock by the Son of God, a 
Church against which Our Lord promised the 
gates of hell should never prevail, and with 
which the Holy Ghost was to abide for all 
time to teach be all the truth (John xv1., 
13), a Church whose very unity Our Blessed 
Lord desired to be a proof to the world of 
His Own Divine Mission: ' That they all 
may be one, as Thou, Father, in Me and I 
in Thee; that they also may be one in Us, 
that the world may believe that Thou hast 
sent, Me”’ (John xvii. 21). 

But I cannot afford to dwell on the opening 
statement of the sermon. Those who desire 
further criticism of it can find it in the two 
able letters to which I have already referred ; 
for both have appeared in the Press. The 
first, signed ‘‘ Theologns,’’ appeared, I be- 
lieve, in both the /rish Jndependent and the 
Trish Press of the 16th inst. ; and the second, 
from the pen of Father O'Dea, in the 
Jrish Independent of the 23rd _imst. 
I pass on to Dr. Gwegg's criticism of one of 
the arguments advanced by me in my recent 
Pastoral. I argued that the marvellous unity 
of the Catholic Church, notwithstanding all 
differences of class, colour, and race, a unity 
in faith and worship and in unquestioning 
obedience to one Supreme Head, is a proof 
manifest to all men that the Catholic Church 
is a Divine Society; the society, in fact, for 
which on the night before His death Our 
Lord prayed to the Father in the words 
already quoted from St John xvii., 21, 
What is my critic’s view of this argument? 
He describes it as “‘ palpably unsound.’’ And 
why? Because, according to him, I forgot 
to take all the facts into account. I forgot, 
he says, the Easjern Orthodox Church and 
the Protestant bodies of Western Christen- 
dom, and only by forgetting them was I able 
to point to the marvellous unity of Christ’s 
Church. To which I reply most emphatically 
that I forgot neither the one nor the others. 
But 1 refused to regard them as any. part 
of Christ’s Church; I regarded and regard 
them as the Church at all times—and never 
more than in the first ten centuries—regarded 
heretical and schismatical bodies, as severed 
branches no longer nourished by the vital 


sap. 

My position in this matter was so well 

ut by “ Theologus”’ that I cannot refrain 
-á quoting him :— 

“He (Dr. Greeg) argues against Cardinal 
MacRory that this oneness is preserved only hy 
excluding those who differec’ from it Precisely 
£0. And that is what the early Church did. 
When it expelled the Arians, Semi-Arians, Nes- 
torians, Pelagians, Monophysites, and the rest, 
how did it act otherwise than did Trent or 
Vatican? Did the early Fathers or Councils feel 
that their anathemas were not valid because those 
whom they struck did not acknowlecge them? 
Did they hold that the first schism ever created 
destroyed for all time the visible ‘unity Christ 
willed, and that henceforward no teaching could 
be authoritative and obligatory hecause there was 
no consent fo it on the part of those whose chal- 
lenge to wnity of faith made action o: definition 
necessary? Can any Anglican explain to us to- 
day how their position differs essentially from 
that of the rians, Nestorians, and others 
in, let us say, the year 500? Schismatics ana 
heretics have always claimed to belong to the 
Church of Christ, when they did not claim to 
constitute the whole Church of Christ—a more 
logical, but too obviously absard conclusion. Now, 
according to Dr. Gregg's theology, the Church 
has lost its power of expelling recalcitrant 
members. closing its ranks, and living on as 
One, Visible. Catholic and Apostolic From this 
strange neion follows all the confusion, profound, 
incurable, perpetual, which reigcs in Anglican 
‘yanks upon the unity of the Church.” 


If, then, in proving in my Pastoral the 
Church’s unity, I took no notice of the 
Eastern Orthodox Church or the countless 
Protestant religious bodies, the reason is be- 
cause they are outside Christ's Church. They 
are in precisely the same position as were the 
Arians and Nestorians and the other schis- 
matics and heretics of the early centuries— 
they have cut themselves off from God's 
Church and from the rock on which it is 
built, and their existence, however sad and 
deplorable, in no way destroys or impairs the 
Church’s unity. 

This brings me to the vital question of the 
Primacy of the Popes and the necessity of 
communion with the Roman See. In my Pas- 
toral, which, so far as it dealt with Christ's 
Church, has since been published by the 
Catholic Truth Society of Ireland, I proved 
the Primacy of St. Peter, placing beyond all 
reasonable doubt that Our Lord bestowed 
upon him a Primacy not merely of honour, 
but of jurisdiction. Now, this clearly means 
that the constitution of the Church, as fixed 
by her Divine Founder, subjected’her to one 
supreme governing authority. When or by 
whom, I ask, was that constitution changed ? 
Upon those who assert that it was changed 
lie the burden of proof, for it cannot be be- 
lieved without the most convincing evidence 
that any man or men, especially when there 
was ee of anything so sacred as the 
Church, afterwards altered a constitution that 
had been set up by the Son of God. Is 
there, then, proof that the constitution was 
changed, and that St. Peter’s authority did 
not pass to his successors’ Those who take 
the trouble of reading the letter of Father 
O'Dea, already referred to, will find abundant 
reason for denying even the possibility of 
such a change. For myself, I shall confine 
myself here to showing very briefly, from a 
portion of the meagre evidence that has sur- 
vived to us from the first centuries, that the 
Popes from the beginning claimed supreme 
authority in the Church, and that their claim 
was acknowledged 

And here let me point out that it is childish 
or dishonest to pretend that the prestige of 
Imperial Rome helped the early Popes in the 
assertion of their claims. Do those who make 
such a statement forget the ten Persecutions 
of the first three centuries? Do they forget 

throughout that long and terrible period 
Popes were often in hiding, and that the 
Empire desired nothing more eagerly than 
the destruction of the Christian Church and 
Papacy’? If in such circumstances the 
Popes, hunted and persecuted as they were, 
claimed authority over other Churches, it can 
only have heen because they knew their claim 
to have Divino sanction. 

Md the early Popes, then, make such 
claims’ Yes, they most certainly did. Even 
while the Apostle John was still alive and 
Domitian's persecution raging, St. Clement, 
the fourth Pope, in a letter written in °95 or 
"96 to the Church of Corinth, bids the 
Corinthian Christians receive back their 
bishops, whom a disloyal faction had expelled, 
and solemnly warns them; “If any be dis- 
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obedient to the words spoken by God through 
us, let them understand that they shall in- 
volve themselves in no slight transgression 
and danger” (I. Clem. lix.). Moreover, he 
bids them “ render obedience to the things 
written by us the Holy Spirit.” Thus, 
before the end of the first century, while one 
of the Apostles was still alive, we find a 
Bishop of Rome, or Pope, intervening with 
the voice of authority in affairs of a Church 
that had been founded by St. Paul, and claim- 
ing to settle the matter in question a 
decision given under the influence of the Holy 
Ghost. 

Take, again, the action of Pope St. Victor 

towards the end of the second century. He 
ordered the Churches of Asia to conform to 
the general practice of the Church in regard 
to the time of the Celebration of Easter. 
Polycrates, Bishop of Ephesus, supported by 
other Asiatic bishops, refused to obey, claim- 
ing that the Asiatic custom had come down 
from the Apostle John. The Pope replied 
with, or at t threatened, an excommunica- 
tion. But St. Ireneus interposed and begged 
St. Victor not to cut off hale Churches on 
account of a point that was not a matter of 
faith. Here it is to be noted that St. Irenzus 
in no way questioned the Pope's authority in 
the case, but merely urged him not to 
exercise it. Nor did Polycrates and the other 
Asiatic bishops deny the Papal supremacy ; 
they merely held that he was making an ex- 
cessive use of his authority in condemning a 
custom which was no matter of faith, and 
which they believed to have Apostolic sanc- 
tion. Had such not been their attitude, they 
would, doubtless, have told him to mind his 
own business, and not to attempt to interfere 
in a matter in which he had no concern. These 
two instances, taken from the history of the 
first two centuries, are enough to prove. that 
the supremacy of the Bishops of Rome was 
claimed and recognised from the beginning. 
Yet Dr. Gregg asks us to believe “ that the 
Roman Church began in the third century to 
claim for its Bishop special rights, b on 
the promise of Our Lord to St. Peter in 
Matthew xvi., and for its line of bishops an 
inheritance of that prerogative by a perpetual 
concession.”’ 
_ No serious student of history will deny that 
in some cases the exercise of 6's 
authority was strenuously resisted. But it is 
one thing to resist the exercise of authority, 
quite another to deny its existence. In the 
heat of controversy, and when men’s minds 
are excited, they are only too ready to resist 
any exercise of authority that displeases, but 
in most cases it never enters into their minds 
to deny or doubt that the authority exists. 

I have neither time nor inclination to deal 
with Dr. Gregg’s many charges against the 
Church on the score of additions to the Creed. 
If what I have written here and in my 
Pastoral is sound, if the Catholic Church is 
the one true Church of Christ, then all his 
charges fall to the und. The Church is 
not a dead thing, but a living organism, 
with which the Son of God promised to be all 
days, and in which the Holy Spirit was to 
abide for ever, to guide her into all the 
truth (J. xiv., 17; xvi., 13). Why should 
such a living organism not develop? Why 
should she not develop the original deposit of 
faith, under the guidance of the indwellin 
Spirit, in order to meet new phases of scent 
Why should an Eastern schism or a Western 
revolt rob her for ever of her vital, Gc.- 
given powers ? 

Nor shall I delay upon the statement so 
boldly made in ‘the sermon, that the 
supremacy of the Popes “ never rested on 
any written or spoken consent of the un- 
divided Church.” Father O'Dea, in the letter 
referred to, has dealt with this point «so 
neatly and ably that I believe we are not 
mxod to hear any more about it for some 
ime. 

Neither shall I delay upon the case of Pope 
Honorius, referred to in the sermon in these 
words; “‘ Is it necessary to do more than, for 
example, to refer to the formal condemnation 
by Pope after Pope of their predecessor, 
Honorius, for his heresy?’’ The discussion 
of this case would require a whole long letter 
to itself. But I refer Dr. Gregg and any 
Protestant scholars who may ish to inquire 
into 16 to a work in which they will find it 
fully and conclusively dealt with from the 
Catholic standpoint. The work ig Dr. 
Murray's Tractatus de Ecclesia Christi—a 
work, by the way, of which it is hardly too 
much to say that it solves not only this diffi- 
culty, but every other that Protestants, either 
before it was written or since, have raised 
against the Catholic Church. 

But I must delay for a few moments on the 
detailed attempt made towards the end of the 
sermon to explain away cr minimise the 
changes made in the Christian faith by Pro- 
testantism. In arguing in my Pastoral against 
those who try to maintain that the Protestant 
Church existed all days since the time of 
Christ (as the true Church must have, since 
Christ promised to be with her all days), and 
who endeavour to prove this by saying that 
she is the same old Church of the first fifteen 
centuries, only reformed and polished up, I 
wrote as follows:—‘‘ The sontinuity of a 
Church depends essentially on its government 
and its faith. . Now, Protestantism began 
with fundamentally altering the government 
of the Church by cutting off a visible 
Head, the Pope of Rome; it set up a new rule 
of faith: Scripture alone, in place of Scripture 
and tradition; it discarded seven books of 
the Bible, and repudiated five out of the 
seven Sacraments; and enounced — as 
blasphemy the Holy Mass, which had been 
revered and venerated in the Church for 
fifteen hundred years as the most sacred of 
all her religious rites, 

‘To say that such fundamental changes 
left the Protestant Church still the same 
Church as that of the first fifteen centuries, 
still the same society of Jesus Christ, is to 
say what, on reflection, must be repudiated 
by every honest and intelligent ristian. 
It is, indeed, nothing less than blasphemous 
to maintain that the Son of God, Who is 
Truth itself, could be the Founder of a re- 
ligious society in which such fundamental 
changes and contradictions could exist while 
it still remained the same society.” 
Dr. Gregg takes up my points one by one, 
except that he _, in silence over the 
first—that regarding the change in the 
Church’s Government. But he was not jus- 
tified in shirking that point, for, abstract- 
ing for the moment from the right or wrong 
of the matter, the rejection of the Pope’s 
Supremacy was a huge change, unheard of, 
as he must admit, for at least many cen- 
turies in the Western Church; and must be 
taken seriously into account in deciding 
whether the new Church was substantially 
the same as the old. 

Having thus passed in silence over my first 
pen he proceeds :—'' We are charged with 
aving set up a new rule of faith—viz.: 
Scripture instead of Scripture and tradi- 
tion.” He then goes on to say that the 
Anglican Church does not reject tradition, 
but only Rome’s false idea of it, and con- 
cludes with the statement that the Anglican 
Church “ gives effect to the acknowledged 
primitive rule that Holy Scripture contains 
all things that are necessarily to be 
believed for eternal salvation,” To which 
I reply that there was never any such 
acknowled rule. Such a rule would have 
heen an y Scripture con- 


te to the impracticability of his rule of 
aith. 

Addressing himself to my charge that the 
Protestant Church had rejected seven ‘books 
of the Bible, he says:--‘‘ When we are told 
that we have discarded seven books of the 
Bible we reply that we have cut no books 
out of the Bible, but that in our practice we 
recognise a distinction between the Old Testa- 
ment ks, etc.” , Now, I have before me 
ns I write, a Protestant Bible, even the 
Revised Version, printed in Oxford in 1912 at 
the University Press; at the beginning “it 
gives the ‘‘ names and order of ‘all the books 
of the Old Testament,"’ but neither there nor 
m any other part of the work is there any 
mention of the seven books in question or 
any apology for their omission.

ANOTHER ‘WEEK-END OF 
RIOTING IN BOMBAY.

BOMBAY, Sunday. 


The embers of communal hatred have 
been again stirred into flame by a Hindu 
crowd’s attack on a Moslem pedestrian. 
The assault was made shortly before 
curfew last night, and a number of scat- 
tered fights quickly followed. 

After dark there was a lull in the riot- 
ing, but shortly after daybreak to-day the 
rioting broke out again. By this after- 
noon six persons had been killed and 
forty-three injured. 

The military have been called out, and 
armoured cars are patrolling the disturbed 
areas. The police have. been obliged to 
fire on a number of occasions.

Church, we 
reply that the denunciation referred to is not 
levelled against the Eucharist in itself; it is 
levelled against the Roman doctrine of Tran- 
substantiation, and the abuses to which that 
doctrine has given rise.” What the abuses 
are he mercifully refrains from setting forth. 
[t will be noted, too, that he says nothing 
against the Sacrifice in the Mass. Are we 
to infer that he believes in it? But I 
turn to the 31st of the Thirty-nine Articles, 
and there I read: “ Wherefore the sacrifices 
of Masses, in which it was commonly said 
that the Priest did offer Christ for the quick 
and the dead, to.have.remission. of pain and 
guilt, were blasphemous fables and dangerous 
deceits.” I rub my eyes and ask myself, can 
the retigious body ‘that uses such language 
about the Holy Mats be in any sense one 
with the ancient Church’? If not, then it 
had no existence for 1,500 years, and cannot 
possibly be the Church that was to exist all 

ays. 

“In conclusion,' he éa ‘we are told 
that we have lost our identity through the 
changes of the Reformation.”’ Now, this is 
hardly an exact way of putting the matter. 
What I told them was that, as a Church, 
they had no identity to lose—no existence— 
before the sixteenth century; and I con- 
cluded from this, as any.man who considers 
the prgenen attentively must conclude, that 
their Church cannot possibly be the Church 
whose perennial existence from His own time 
Jesus Christ undeniably implied when He 
promised to be with her all days. 

But the tit-bit of the whole sermon was 
reserved for the last paragraph: “ Cardinal 
MacRory tells us that the Church of Ireland 
was not in existence for the 1,500 vears before 
the Reformation. But I reply that all. the 
Episcopal Sees which compose the Church of 
Ireland were in existence for centuries before 
the Reformation. And it is as futile to say 
that there was no identity between these 
Sees before the Pope went out of communion 
with their hishops in 1570 and after he had 
done it, as it would be to say that there was 
no identity between the Patriarchates of 
Jerusalem and Antioch and Alexandria and 
Constantinople: before 1054 and after 1054.”’

“i industry were discusséd to-day by Mr. 
| W. J. Lovett. a ‘director © essrs. 
Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., Belfast, on the 
trial trip of the Erin, a fruit-carrying vessel. 
owned by the Erin Steamship Co., and. de- 
i for service on the West Indian trade. 

r, Lovett said that there were registered 
in the United Kingdom 300 vessels of the 
passenger and intermediate liner type and 670 
vessels of the cargo jiner type, and it was the 
latter type in which the sea trade of the 
future would be carried. The day of the 
tramps is over, or nearly over, he said. 

We have progressed enormously since the 
war, and a scientific shipbuilder like Work- 
man Clark can make one ton of fuel carry 
twice the amount of cargo its pre-war com- 
petiter can take, sa that every owner knows 
that it does not pay him to have old boats. 
and his only trouble is find money for new 
vessels. 

It has been estimated that the yards of the 
United Kingdom will build in the next five 
years sixty vessels of the passenger and inter- 
mediate liner type, totulling ,000 gross 
tons, and 250 vessels of the cargo liner type 
totalling 1,650,000 gross tons. is gives an 
average yearly building of 500,000 tons.

Mr. W. Strachan, Chairman Messrs.

They had devoted time and 
entrgy to the task, and one thing was cer- 
tain—the workmen of Belfast had enjoyed a 
larger measure of employment during the 
past ten years than their brethren across the 
water, which, incidentally, had been a great 
benefit to shéphewseds and the city generally. 
I, .at all. 6vents, he went on, welcome this 
opportunity to express my personal apprecia- 
tion of what the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of Finance did for me, and, through 
me, for the City of Belfast, during the years 
of tribulation which the old firm of Work- 
man, Clark and Co. passed: through, and 
particularly during the dark days of 1927, 
when we were approaching the end of the 
moratorium granted by the holders of three 
million sterling of debentures.

the race being postponed. The racecourse is 
in splendid order. tt has a magnificent cover- 
ing of grass, and we have not seen it looking 
so well for years. 

“The course, which slopes towards the 
rails on the lower side, has a chalk subsoil, 
and dries up within twenty-four hours after 
the heaviest rain. It has wonderful powers 
of recovery, and water does not stand on it. 
As an extra precaution, to provide for a per- 
fect running surface, the Derby will be run 
on ground which is twenty feet away from 
the lower side of the rails. 

“The fact that some years ago the first 
race on Derby day had to be postponed had 
nothing to do with the rain, but was due to 
the ground being very much cut up at a point 
where heavy vehicles had crossed the course. 
Now they are not allowed to do so.”’ 


FAVOURITES’ FINAL GALLOP.

I am wondering how far very heavy goin 
would affect the chance of Orwell. A goo 
deal, I think, and probably more than it 
woud affect any other of the favoured candi- 
dates. For one thing, his stamina is un- 
proven, even if the race were run on the top 
of the ground in ideal conditions; and for 
another thing, he has small feet; not well 
adapted to the mud 
SUPERIOR TO CONDITIONS. 

Good , as we know, rise superior to 
all conditions, and Orwell is believed hee Mu 
av good horse, so he may rise; but 
am pat that his connections are not wishful 
for ni ae This is all I can think of 
that w to the detriment of Mr. 
Singer’s colt, who has come through his pre- 
paration well, though it is a preparation 
which has had to be completed on very soggy 
grounds; for, beautiful as the Manton Downs 
are in fine weather, they grow particularly 
heavy after constant rains. 

Orwell remains very easy to back, and I 
think he will be even easier on the day. 
A very big and +o prescient bookmaker 
thinks that he will at least a 9 to 4 
chance on the day. Certainly not less, and, 

erhaps, a fraction more, if the going is really 
bais the money from the sweepstakes 1s 
hanging over the market, and until that is 
released there is not a great deal doing.
